The President Issues His Proc- 
lamation This Morning:. 


Tbnrsday, November 38tb, is tlie ]>ay 
Fixed to Unite in Return- 
ing: Tbanks. 


WASHINGTON, 
KOV 
4. — President 
Cleveland today issued a proclamation 
designating Thursday, November 28, as 
Thanksgiving Day. 
The proclamation 
is as follows: 


' The constant goodness and forbear- 
ance of Almighty God which 
have 
been vouchesafed to the American peo- 
ele during the year which is just past, 
call for their sincere acknowledgement 
of devout gratitude. 


To the end therefore, that we may, 
with thankful hearts, unite in extolling 
the loving 
care of our Heavenly 
Father, I, Grover Cleveland, President 
of the United States, do hereby ap- 
point and set apart 
Thursday, the 
Twenty-eighth day of the present 
month of November, as a day of thanks- 
giving and prayer, to be kept and ob- 
served by all our people. 
• 


"On that day let us forget our occu- 
pations, and in our accustomed places 
of worship, join in rendering thanks to 
the giver of every good and perfect 
gift; for the bounteous returns that have 
rewarded 
our labors in the fields 
and in the busy marts of trade, for the 
peace and order that have prevailed 
throughout the land, for our protection 
from pestilence and dire calamity and 
for the other blessings that have been 
showered upon us from an open hand. 


"And with our thanksgiving let us 
humbly request the Lord to so incline 
the hearts of our people unto Him that 
He will not leave us nor forsake us as a 
nation, but will continue to use His 
mercy and protecting care, guiding us 
in the path of national prosperity and 
happiness, enduring us with rectitude 
and virtue and keeping alive within ua 
a patriotic love for the free institutions 
which have been given to us as our na- 
tional heritage. 


"And let us also on the day of our 
thanksgiving especially remember the 
poor and needy, and by deeds of charity 
let us show the sincerity of our grati- 
tude. In witness whereof I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be affixed.

Mntilated Body of Ida Gaskim Found 
at Ovnaha. 


OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 4.—Ida Graskin's 
mutilated body was found in a small 
outbuilding in the rear of 1807i How- 
ard street, in the business district of 
Omaha at 2 o'clock this morning. She 
had been 
outraged and murdered. 
Within an hour George Morgan, Ed 
Sanford and Henry Hooker, all young 
men, were in custody charged with the 
crime. 


Ida Gaskin was eleven years old. 
Her mother, a widow, lives on the third 
floor of a tenement house at 1014 How- 
ard street. Ida was missed from her 
home early in the evening. Her mother 
searched for her, but failed to find any 
trace of the missing girl. At about 11 
o'clock she reported to the police 
station that her daughter had disap- 
peared. When the police search de- 
veloped the murder, three hours later, 
a rigorous investigation led to the ar- 
rest of Hooker on suspician. 


While all were out of the room save 
Mrs. Gaskin, her little eon and a Bee 
reporter, the little boy remarked: "I 
know who killed Ida." On being ques- 
tioned, he said that during the after- 
noon "George and Ed sent me up stairs 
to tell Ida they wanted her." The re- 
porter learned that "George and Ed" 
were Morgan and Sanford, and that 
they occupied rooms on the floor be- 
low. Hurriedly calling an oflBcer, the 
reporter secured the arrest of the pair. 
At the station most damaging evidence 
was found on Morgan's person. The 
little girl was chocked to death, her 
throat showing plainly where the cruel 
fingers had left 
their 
impression. 
Hooker is a driver of a coal wagon, and 
has been a friend of the Gaskin family. 
Morgan is a collar maker by trade, but 
has been out of employment for some 
time. Stanford works for the Crane 
Elevator company. It is the opinion 
of the police that the case is conclusive 
against Morgan.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 4 —Henry H. 
Holmes was convicted of murder in the 
first degree at 8:51 o'clock Saturday 
night, for killing Benjamin F. Pitzel. 
Holmes coughed slightly when he heard 
the fatal words. 
This was the only 
sign. 


The jury retired to deliberate at 5:40 
o'clock in the afternoon. 
According 
to one of their number, they had 
reached their verdict before the door 
of their room closed upon them. 
They 
ate their supper first, and then took a 
ballot, and without hesitation every 
man of the twelve answered "guilty of 
murder in the first degree." 


But, however atrocious the crime, 
however fiendish the criminal, it is 
hard to send a man to the gallows in 
one minute's time. 
So, for decency's 
sake, they talked about the case for 
a seemly long period,about an hour and 
a half. Then word was sent into court 
that they had agreed. This was at 8:15 
o'clock, [t took a half hour to get the 
court in readiness to receive the ver- 
dict. 


Immediately after the announcement 
of the verdict the usual application for 
leave to file a motion for a new trial 
was made. District Attorney Graham 
did not oppose the motion, and Judge 
Arnold fixed November 18 for a hear- 
ing. The principal reason urged will 
be a lack of time for the preparation of 
the defense. 


The verdict was a surprise to many 
persons, who did not believe the crime 
had been fastened upon Holmes be- 
yond reasonable doubt. 
When these 
heard, they said: 
"Well, it was on 
general principles and it's just as good." 
That is not the meaning of law, but in 
this case everybody agrees that "it's 
just as good." There is no word of 
pity or sympathy for the condemned 
felon. He is regarded as a menace to 
society. 


D E T R O I T IS S A V I N G 
M O N E Y . 
Municipal flighting Plant Proves a 
Oood Investment. 
DETROIT, NOV. 4 —Detroit's municipal 
lighting plant has created great interest 
among officials of other large cities, and 
many delegations have inspected it. 
Everybody was curious to know what 
the saving over contract lighting would 
be, if any, and City Electrician Dow 
was asked that the plant when in com- 
plete operation be given a full month's 
trial before the figures were given out. 
Saturday the commission gave out the 
results for October. 
There were 1,470 
arc lamps in use, and incandescent 
lighting was done in many of the 
municipal buildings. 
The cost per 
lamp per month for street lighting, in- 
cluding interest on the $600,000 of 
bonds is 17.08, or $84 86 per lamp per 
year. Under the contract system the 
city paid $11.15 per lamp per month. 
At the same ratio the city will save 
$72.000 this year over the contract sys- 
tem. The quality of the service was 
far and away better than the old sys- 
tem.

CHICAGO, Ivov, 4—Eugene Field, the 
poet, died in his bed of heart failure 
about 5 o'clock this morning. 
He re- 
tired last night in usual health and ap- 
parently slept soundly until daylight 
when his son, who occupied the room 
with him, heard him groan and putting 
out his hand found that death had 
already taken place, Mr. Field leaves 
a widow and five children. 


Mr. Field had been indisposed for 
several days but no serious results were 
even thought of by his iamily and im- 
mediate friends. 
George H. Yenow- 
in, of this city, was at Mr. Field's bed- 
side when he died. Mr. Field and Mr. 
Yenowin intended to start together for 
Kansas City, at which place Mr, Field 
was to read tonight. 
Mr. Field has a 
large acqueintance in this city, and the 
announcement of his death causes a 
sorrowing shock. 


Mr. Field was born in St. Louis, 
September 2, 1850, and was therefore 
forty-five years old at the time oi his 
death. 
He was the son of Koaewell 
Martin and France (Reed) Field. His 
parents were both natives of Windham 
county, Vermont. 
His father gradu- 
ated frdm Mibblebury college when 
only fifteen years old, became a lawyer 
and introduced a bill in the Vermont 
legislature 
permitting 
atheists 
to 
testify in courts of law. 
He was Dred 
Scott's first attorney in the case which 
resulted in the famous Dred Scott 
decision by the United States supreme 
court. 


The first American ancestor of the 
Field came to this country between 
1630 and 1640, while on the paternal 
grand mother's side, the original Amer- 
ican ancestor was James Smith, who 
settled at Plymouth in 1626, Eugene 
Field's mother died in 1857. He was 
then put under the care of his cousin. 
Miss Mary Field French, at Amherst, 
Massachusetts, 
and 
for 
thirteen 
years she superintended his education 
and was his foster mother. 
He attend- 
ed Williams college in 1868, Knox col- 
lege in 1869 and the state university of 
Missouri in 1871. After finishing his 
education he adopted the profession of 
a newspaper writer, beginning with the 
St. Louis Journal in 1872. His next 
connection was with the St. Joseph, 
Mo., Gazette in 1875, after which he 
returned to St. Louis to take an edit- 
orial portfolio on the Times-Journal, 
In 1880 he was on the staff of the Kan- 
sas City Times, but left that paper in 
1881 to become managing editor of the 
Denver Tribune. 
He came to Chicago 
August 13, 1883, to accept a position on 
the editorial staff of the Chicago Morn- 
ing News (now the Eecord) and his 
connection with that paper continued 
without interruption until his death. 
Mr. Fild's last contribution to his de- 
partment on this paper, "Sharps and 
Flats," was published Saturday morn- 
ing and in it was a characteristic de- 
fense of Bill Nye and a refusal to ac- 
cept the imputations as to the cause of 
the recent assault on the humorist at 
Patterson, N. J, 


By strange coincidence this expres- 
sion was used: 
"Ten years ago Nye 
was in shocking bad health, and at 
one time there were fears that he 
would be an invalid for the rest of his 
life. 
His malady at that time was 
meningitis; never since his two years 
affliction with that insidious and de- 
structive disease has never been a ro 
bust man." 


In addition to his newspaper work, 
Mr. Field has found time to perform 
much extra labor in the literary field, 
and has established a reputation as a 
powerful and clever writer of stories 
and verse. His last poem of preten- 
sion was "Dream Ships," written for 
and printed in the October Ladies' 
Home Journal, 
He was especially 
adept in the poems and stories of 
child life, and his printed books now 
number a half-dozen volumes. He has 
also made himself famous to the public 
as a reader of his own stories and 
verses, having at different times ap- 
peared jointly with Edgar Wilson, Nye, 
and James Whitcomb Riley. 


Among his better known books are 
the "Denver Tribune Primer," 1882; 
"Cultures Garland," 1887; "Little Book 
of Western Verse," 1889; "Little Book 
of Profitable Tales," 1889; "Second 
Book of Veerse," 1892; "With Trumpet 
and Drum," 1892; "Echoes From the 
Sabine Farm," 1893. Mr. Field mar- 
ried Miss Julia C -omstock, of St, .Joseph, 
Mo., October 16, 1873, and had seven 
children—Rcswell Martin, Melvin Gray. 
Mary French, Eugene, jr., Frederick 
Skiff, Julia and Roawell Frances. In 
Juno, 18'.)3, Knox college conferred 
upon Mr. Field the honorary degree of 
A. M. 


KANSAS CITY, Nov. 4.—Eugene Field 
had been booked for a reading at the 
Auditorium in thia city this evening. 
The demand for seats to hear the pop- 
ular poet has been remarkable, and a 
crowded house was assured. Mr. Field 
had hosts of friends in this city, espec- 
ially among the newspaper fraternity, 
in which he was himself a member sev- 
eral years ago, having worked on the 
Star. 
Elaborate plans for a reception 
had been 
made by his newspaper 
friends and citizens, and a royal time 
was anticipated for him. A dispatch 
was received last night from R. M, 
Field, brother of the poet, announcing 
the illness of the latter, and asking a 
postponement for a few days of the 
Auditorium reading. 
No now dato 
viaa set for the readings but iL vras ejt 


pected to soon follow as the message 
indicated that Mr. Field was only 
slightly indisposed.

HAVANA, Nov. 4.—Three insurgent 
prisoners have arrived »t Ceinfugos. 
The insurgents have liberated sixteen 
Spanish prisoners who were captured in 
the recent engagement at Taddio, near 
Cienfugos. 


A detachment of fifty-three guerrilas 
at Los Alfonsos, Santiago de Cuba, has 
had a skirmish with 250 insurgents, 
commanded by Miro. The enemy left 
four wounded and retired. Two insur- 
gent ofiBcers, Major Eodalfor Seahasand 
Lieutenant Parnea, were captured. The 
insurgents have burned the plantation 
of Purga, near Trinidad, province of 
Santa Clara. 


Captain General Martinez de Campos 
has arrived at Villa Clara. As soon as 
the weather permits active operations 
against insurgents will be begun. It is 
officially denied here that the Spanish 
government intends to recall its am- 
bassador at Washington, Senor Duprey 
de Lome. It ia added that the govern- 
ment is firmly satisfied with the course 
Minister De Lome has followed. Ad- 
vices from Neuvas, province of Purto 
Princippe, says that the insurgents 
have derailed a train near that place by 
the use of dynamite.

the week ending October 24 out of 23 
deaths, 13 were soldiers in the hospi- 
tals.

The Mouroe Doctrine. 
The question of whether the Uoite«! 
States should recognize ' Cuba, in its 
struggle with Spain for independence, 
as a belligerent and to that extent, at 
least, aid them in their attempt to 
throw off the Spanish yoke of tyranny, 
has become prominent during the la&t 
several weeks and sentiment is almo&t 
unanimous in favor of the Cubans, be- 
cause it is believed they h ave a right- 
eous cause and because it is an accord 
with our policy as a nation as enunci- 
ated in the message of President Mon- 
roe sent to congress seventy-two years 
ago. In that document President Mon- 
roe defined the position of this country 
in the following language: 


"We owe it to candor and to the 
amicable 
relations existing 
between 
the United States and the allied powers 
to declare that we should consider any 
attempt on their part to extend their 
system to any portion of this hemis- 
phere as dangerous to our peace and 
safety. 
With the existing colonies or 
dependencies of any European power 
we have not interfeired, and shall not 
interfere; but with the 
governments 
which have declared their indepen 
dence and maintained it, and whose in- 
dependence we have, on great consid- 
eration and juît principles, acknowl 
edged, we could not view an interpo- 
sition for oppressing them or controll- 
ing in any other manner their destiny 
by any European power in any other 
light than as a manifestation of an un- 
friendly disposition toward the United 
States." 


In an interview on the question of 
enforcing the Monroe doctrine by war, 
if necessary, Senator Voorhees, of this 
state, says: 
'I construe the Monroe 
iloctrine to mean that, from and aUer 
it J enucciatioc, no foreign government 
was to be aîlowed to acquire 
territory 
in North or South .imenca, additional 
to the territory ihen held by such gov- 
ernment. 
It Vf-as a notice to the v.-orld 
that x'lmericsn nations, whether weak 
or Etropg, could not be piuudered and 
despoiled of their doiai,in without in- 
ierference on the pirt of the 
Tnited 
States 


' This doctrine should be enforced by 
war, if necessary, and eppecially so at 
the present time, in reaictHnce to the 
urjust and lavvless policy of Eniiland in 
viohitini: the boun'îaries of the repub- 
lic of Veai zuela."

The last census

'four times as many tenant farmers as 
land owning farmers. 
In an article on 
the subject not long since the Boston 
Herald uses these 
words: "The small 
landlords are giving up their properties 
because they are too deeply in debt to 
hold them. 
Our farms are passing into 
the bands of tenants and of farm labor- 
ers. 
What this means it is not diflScult 
to discover. It is forcing the agricultur- 
ists of the country gradually into a posi- 
tion of dependence, placing them large- 
ly under the control of wealthy lords 
who have no interest in them except to 
collect their rents." 


A 
more melancholy 
change could 
hardly have taken place in the economic 
aspect of the United States. The tenant 
farmers themselves are no longer Amer- 
icans, as a rule, but are foreign born 
peasants. The question is this: Will free- 
born American 
farmers allow them- 
selves to sink down into an American 
peasant tenant class, as is the case in 
Great 
Britain, with the great land- 
owner lording it over them like a noble-

If so, then there was no use in the 
Revolution, no use in proclaiming the 
Declaration of Independence—no use in 
anything. 


In the Way of Oriental Reform. 
As nearly as can be ascertained in 
the western world, the qneen of Korea 
was assassinated because of her opposi- 
tion to the designs of her father-in-law, 
Tai Won Kun, the old fogy and reac- 
tionary of . the hermit kingdom. 
One 
dispatch says she was eager for reform 
and reconstruction of the kingdom on 
modern principles, but Prince Pak, him- 
self a fugitive from Korea because he 
wished to moderniee it, denies this. 


The difficulty of working reforms in 
an oriental kingdom is not appreciated 
in Europe and America. 
The es-sultan 
of Turkey tried it, with the result that 
he was pronounced insane and confined 
as a lunatic, and the present sultan, 
Abdul Hamid, a conservative, was rais- 
ed to the throne. 
Attempts have been 
made to assassinate the mikado of Jap- 
an by the reactionary party. If by some 
miracle the Mantchoo emperor of China 
should experience a change of heart, en- 
deavor to reform his rotten and corrupt 
old government and introduce nineteenth 
century methods 
and 
inventions, 
ho 
would either be slain or dethroned in a 
month's time. 


In every one of these almost hopeless 
old oriental countries the common herd 
mas.ses itself with all the force of igno- 
rance and superstition again.st anything 
new. 
This is the force, at home and in 
his own camp, tlnit has to be reckoned 
with most heavily, even when au orien- 
tal ruler himself desires reform.

Dr. Miller was in New York and 
wanted to return to Providence but 
had no money with him. 
He wrote to 
Dr. Gillespie and received an answer. 


Dr. Gillespie then received the fol 
lowing telegram:

Will come first tra n. 


MILLFU. 


Nothinf!: could be made out of the 
telegram to indicate where he desired 
the money forwarded by telegraph, so 
letter was sent enclosing the money 
a mutual friend in New York, with 
instructions to give it to Miller. 


It was learned later that the word 
"to," which preceded the 
letters 
S.," should have been the figure ' 2 
This, it is said, would have indicated to 
the associates of Dr. Miller in 
Provi 
dence that the money was to be for 
warded to him at "2 Union 
square, 
where he belonged to the dental associ 
ation and where he committed suicide 
The money failed to come in answer 
to his telegram and Miller was seized 
with another of his periodical attacks 
of blues and took his life. 


His former associates in New York 
and Providence feel sure that the tele- 
graph operator's blunder in sending the 
message caused a delay that caused him 
to commit suicide.

I had been sent to Mexico, as chief of 
a surveying 
corps,

The natives of Mexico are th 
most perennially pious people on earth 
Why, I have known them—men in m 
employ—to be so enthused over the 
posthumous birthday 
of 
some long 
dead saint that they would get up i 
the gray dawn to go about celebratin 
it. 
This 
morning—the 
morning c 
Guadalupe's feast day—the whole fore 
of peons under me had struck. 
No 
Chinamen , no 
flagmen, 
no 
axraen 
were left me. 
Only Sims and Bailey 
my two American assistants, stayed be 
hind. When I began abusing them for 
the customs of Mexico, they said whi! 
they did not care even remotely for the 
saint to whom it was dedicated, still 
they were glad it was a holiday, and 
they thought they would go up-stream 
and fish awhile.

When I was left alone in camp,

going on. There was a look of sadness 
and longing in them as she gazed. Be- 
ing a tender-hearted man, I asked her 
if there was aught T could do for her.

Mexico, and which no one could ever 
master but myself, I assured her 1 was 
at her service if she so desired, and 
asked how I could assist her.
